prepared. This free rural delivery mail 
business has nothing partisan whatever 
in it, and the complainants, of the meth- 
ods being employed arc assuredly entit- 
led to be heard, and whether or not 
heard, the same rules of secrecy should 
bo applied in the country as in the cky 
as u strict business proposition.

such combination, would be seriously en- 
gendered, though this of course wouM 
be denied, and in fact the mere existence 
of such a trust, even though an apparent 
absence of trust methods was noticed, 
would be detrimental to oiher existing 
companies and their patrons. Jt would 
be easy in a number of ways to control 
where cow it is more difficult, much more 
easy to control the springs of legislation, 
und would be a distinct menace to all in- 
terests concerned in life insurance,

MADISON, May 23.—The forty-sixth 


regular session of the legislature, and 
the tenth biennial session, ended at noon 
today, with but a few members present 
'or the final obsequies, though the. at- 
tendance during the week has been larg- 
er than customary in the closing week, 
owing to the lical contest on the primary 
election bill. 


Final reports were received from the 


_ovcrnor of his action on bills shortly 
before the closing hour arrived, and at 
the stroke of noon Lieut. Gov. Davidson 
in the senate and Speaker Lenroot in the 
assembly declared the session of 1903 
adjourned alee die. 


The session has been a notable one in 


many ways. The laws passed 
include 


some measures which constitute pioneer 
legislation, notably the primary election 
bill, which is more sweeping than any- 
thing of the kind thus far inaugurated 
in any state, but which must still secure 
the approval of the people before takir.g 
effect; the bill taxing railroads on the 
ad valorem bnsif, a system 
which 
ob-, 


tains 
in about a dozen other 
states, 


among them Illinois aud Iowa; the start 
toward a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding ior a graduated income tax; tax- 
ation of credits, including mortgHges on 
real estate, though this is to bi: done 
only requested 
by the owno- of 
tlic 


mortgaged premises.

the most important. 


THE MEASURES KILLED. 


But this legislature is al=o notoble for 


the things it has uot done, in the way of 
passing laws. 
Chief 
of the 
measures 


killed is the bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of a state railway commission 
with authority to fix rates, and follow- 
ing iU defeat tlic bill prohibiting the 
railway companies fruni increasing pres- 
ent rates, which met a similar fate. These 
two bills brought the liveliest light which 
has been put up by the railway compan- 
ies in recent years, at least, nnd brought 
to their aid the manufacturers and ship- 
pers, to whose efforts the defeat of the 
bills is dun, though it is not probable 
that tlic railway commission bill would 
have passed

in

event. 


Numerically the work undone has been 


greater than the work done. Of the to- 
tal of'about. 1,100 bills introduced in both 
houses, about 475 will become laws. Con- 
siderably more than half were killed on 
the rloors of the two houses., ^4 were 
withdrawn, 15 died in committee, and 
about -20 were vetoed by the governor. 


MEANS MORE FOR STATE. 


The change in the method of taxing 


railroads frum the. license fee to the ad 
valorem system ii esp»cted to increase 
the revenue* of the state anywhere from 
S500,080 to $1,000,000 annually, and of 
this $200,000 is to go to the school fund, 
which will have » total of a little mbrc 
than. $1,000,000. Another source of rev- 
enue will be from the lumber districts, 
where it has been almost impossible to 
collect the tax on logs nnd lumber. The 
new law provides for the taxing of the 
lumber against the owner of the land or 
hi» agent and giving him a lien on the 
lumber {or the tax, thus protecting him 
against any 'disposition upon the part of 
the owner of tiie lumbernot to pay, and 
making it practically impossible for him 
to escape. It is expected that

If 
the voters want such a law their will 
should be respected and the la\v should 
bo given to them,, even if later it should 
prove to bo unsatisfactory. But until 
such time aa it is certainly and unmis- 
takably apparent that the popular de- 
mand is bona iide and imperative the op- 
ponents of the measure have no right to 
put their judgment and their consciences

On the other hand a 
dispatch from Poitiers forwarded at 0:40 
this morning-said Marcel Renault's con- 
dition was then grave but not desperate.

NEWARK, N. J., May 2.5.—Glanders 


has caused the death of Simon Wilson, 
a colored stableman in 'this city. 
This 


is the second case recorded here in which 
this disease, peculiar to horses, has at- 
tacked a human being. The other case is 
that of Alfred Meyer, who is in the last 
stages of the disease. 


The doctor who attended Wilson says 


the man became ill last January with an 
affection which at the time was believed 
to be cancer of the nose. The ailment 
did not respond to the usual treatment. 
Within the last few clays the 
disease 


spread rapidly through the tissues of 
the system, particularly those of the 
nose and throat and the physician caused 
the patient to he sent to the hospital. 
Four hours after his admission to the 
hospital, Wilson died. It then was learn- 
ed that the case was one of Glanders. 


Wilson was employed as hostler and 


general utility man in a stable in this 
city where an epidemic of glanders pre- 
vailed.

ARRAIGNS LEGISLATURE 


Governor Declares Deteat oi 


Certain Bills Was Due to 


the Kailroad Measure. 


MADISON, May 23.—Special to the 


Journal.—Both houses of the legislature 
ajourned sine die at noon today though 
in order to do so it was necessary to set 
the legislative clocks back while await- 
ing the linal message from the governor. 
When it came it contained two vetoes, 
one of the bill giving the brewers the 
right to sell bceu through local agencies 
under a general license, the other of a 
political lobbyist bill in vetoing which 
the governor takes occasion to score the 
legislature for failure to pass several 
measures defeated through influence of 
railroad 
lobby, among them the rate 


commission bill, the measure to prohibit 
the increase in freight rates, the grain 
inspection bill and others. The proposed 
bill, the governor says, would not affect 
the railroad lobbyist while it would pre- 
vent the state officers from talking to 
legislators and even the latter from de- 
bating with each other, pending bills. A 
few members of the assembly and live 
senators were on hand for the closing ob- 
scrjuies. 


PITTSBURG, May 23.—Number "13" 


figured in an accident that ended the 
lives of one man and three women last 
night, aud which for horrible details has 
few precedents in this city, where explo- 
sions and catastrophes in steel mills are 
common. Crying for help, thirteen peo- 
ple attending a ball given by the Penn- 
sylvania Electro-Mechanical 
institute 


were dashed to the bottom of the eleva- 
tor shaft in the six-tory 
building 
in 


which the ball was given. Four of the 
thirteen persons in the ear met almost 
instant death. TBeir bodies arc so bad- 
ly mangled that identification is impossi- 
ble. When between the sixth, and fifth 
floors the steel cables snapped, and with 
a resounding crash that was heard blocks 
away the cage dropped fifty feet with 
its load of human freight. 


It smashed through the floor above 


the cellar of the building and was stop- 
ped by a braced post of wood, three feet 
below the first floor. In this position 
the passengers were jammed under brok-' 
en timbers and twisted steel. Then the 
heavy 
iron balance 'weights,' weighing 


over a. ton, came crashing down upon 
them. 


Miraculously about "four were able to 


scramble out. Others were pinioned un- 
der the heavy weight. Four were crush- 
ed beyond recognition. 


ONE STILL UNIDENTIFIED. 


It was almost daybreak this morning 


before any of the victims of last night's 
frightful elevator accident at the Don- 
nelly building, during the Eleciri-Me- 
chanical institute ball last night, were 
identified, a.nd at 10 o'clock, the crashed 
and mutilated remains of a woman were 
still lying at the morgue, unknown and 
unclaimed. 
Largo crowds surrounded 


the entrance of the morgue all nigbt, 
awaiting information as to the .identifica- 
tion of the four bodies that.'-had been 
taken there from the scene of the acci- 
dent. The bodies were so badly disfig- 
ured and distorted that thorough identi- 
fication was only possible through marks 
on the clothing worn, and as some had 
no marks on their clothing, identification 
was impossible until friends inquired for 
them because missed from their homes. 
The unknown woman, is thought to have 
come from some of the-suburban towns,

Kenosha IJtiril Hit Dnrtnff Storm—Street 


Hallway System Disabled for 


Some Time. 


During this morningrs shower of rain, 


lightning struck several places through- 
out this section. 
In Kenosha it struck 


the Gillet school house, Frank Nelson's 
livery barn and the 
Kenosha Electric 


Lighting company's power house. 


In most instances as far as could be 


learned the bolts of lightning were cold, 
and the damage to building property ig 
not very large. 'In the room 
nearest 


here the bolt entered in the school that 


was struck, the pupils and teacher were 
stunned, while in the other rooms all 
were considcrabl frightened. It was only 
through the rare presence of mind on the 
part of the teachers that a panic among 
the pupils was averted, for when they 
had recovered from the shock some were 
about to make for the door. 


The bolt that struck the power house 


disabled the entire system of street rail- 
way in Kenosha for a length of time. 
The damage in this case is centered on 'the 
electrical appliances and it is believed 
that it together with the loss occasion- 
ed by the enforced suspension of the city 
car service, ivill amount to quite a little. 
The only disturbance in the livery barn 
was a little stamping of the horses in the 
stalls. 


and others anxious to ascertain particu- 
lars. The coroner at the earliest time 
possible sent out summons for a jury to 
inquire into the cause of the accident and 
to fix the responsibility. This jury met 
in the court room of "the morgue at 10 
this morning and rigid investigation w»s 
at once started.

WEIGHTS, NOT DROP, FATAL. 


Just how the accident happened, or 


how many people were in the cage when 
it dropped, has not been determined. 
John Morrison, one of the survivors, says 
the car was packed so that he was un- 
able to move. It was the weights, and 
not the drop of five stories that killed 
and maimed the most of the people on 
the elevator. 


Continuing, he said: 
"They seemed to strike us a little be- 


fore we hit the floor, as if they had been 
cut loose an instant after we started 
down." 


Trot. Gillis, who was operating the ele- 


vator when the accident happened, was 
arrested today and later 
Coroner Me- 


Geary formally charged him with mur- 
der. Gillis is a mechanical engineer and 
was instructor at the institute. 


Superintendent MeTighe, Director of 


Tublic Safety Moore and Building Inspec- 
tor Dies made a thorough inspection of 
the building and elevator shaft during 
the day. The castings which came down 
weighed 100 pounds each, and they were 
arranged on a groove, eight on each side. 
The inspectors have cot been able to de- 
cide what caused the weight to leave the 
grove. The elevator is a complete wreck 
and it is regarded as a miracle that there 
were not more killed.

'•This bill, No. 67GA, provides for the 


payment of existing obligations incurred 
bv municipalities where bonds have been 
sold, the consideration received and used 
by such municipality for lawful munici- 
pal purposes, but where the issue of such 
bonds was invalid because not submitted 
to be voted upon by the people. 


'•It is the settled law of this state 


where bonds have been issued and the 
money realized from their disposal or 
sale has been used by the city issuing 
them for lawful purposes that such city 
is liable in an action or debt for the pay- 
ment of the amount realized, with inter- 
est at the current rate. This bill sim- 
plv provides for cases of this kind. It 
do'es not authorize the incurring of any 
debt. 


"The bill Xo. 1!)3S, returned to the sen- 


ate without approval, both assumed to 
validate bonds which were void because 
not voted upon by the people and em- 
braced cases where no money had been 
realized thereon and where the city had 
received no benefit therefrom."

This free rural delivery mail 
business has nothing partisan whatever 
in it, and the complainants, of the meth- 
ods being employed arc assuredly entit- 
led to be heard, and whether or not 
heard, the same rules of secrecy should 
be applied in the country as in the chy 
as a strict business proposition.

now enormous, far in excess of that need- 
ed, and such is the plcthoricness that 
congress feels at liberty to appropriate 
millions for purposes that the country 
could well do without. Penal legislation 
can easily be enacted covering every es- 
sential point by which consumers may 
be protected, and it can 
equally be 


done with this oleomargarine. What is 
needed is not a heavy tax upon impure 
products, but a heavy arm of the law 
that will enable officials to throw into 
the street or destroy all impure stuffs 
found anywheres. 
Of course there arc 


exaggerations in this adulterated food 
business, naturally there would be, but 
there is certainly sufficient left to am- 
ply justify a national law that can op- 
erate everywhcres with equal

resented by their legislators should take 
steps if such a thing be done, to hale these 
people to court, so to speak.

dation and formation of trusts has pro- 
ceeded far enough. In this case, that of 
life insurance, the interests of the public 
should in no wise be imperiled by the 
formation of a most powerful combine, 
no matter what the ostensible object may 
be.

It would 
be easy in a number of ways to control 
where now it is more difficult, much more 
easy to control the springs of legislation, 
and would be a distinct menace to all in- 
terests concerned in life insurance.

Then again a provision inserted no one 
knows how repeals the stringent provis- 
ion before in operation which prevented 
the importation of skilled labor under 
contracts of any 
sort. Attention has' 


been called by an official ruling to a fea- 
ture of the latest immigration law which 
admits skilled labor if a like kind of 
skilled labor can not be found in this 
country. This of course admits skilled 
labor at any time if the places arc open 
for them, that is to say if -the demand 
for such exceeds the supply. This would 
fulfill the conditions exactly 
because 


whenever labor is scarce, skilled labor the 
law says, 'then certainly skilled labor is 
not to be found, and this being the case 
any desired number may 
be imported 


from Europe or anywheres. 


No fault is to be found with the treas- 


ury oflicials for this interpretation for 
the reason that the terms of the new law 
admit of no other way. The old law did 
not admit of this stretching and provided 
that skilled labor could only enter the 
country under contract where such were 
necessary to teach a new industry such 
that did not exist here previously. For 
months to come therefore until congress 
stops the hole European skilled labor 
practically has free entrance under con- 
tract wherever a scarcitv exists. 


•WHERE THE THIJTG FITS.

Why this country should be 
called upon to harbor vast hordes of ig- 
norant, illiterate and no-assimilative oft 
scourinps of Russia, Italy and Hungarv 
is beyond comprehension. The agents of 
the different steamship lines arc as much 
to blame as these nations are guilty of 
the practice and it is but a question of 
a short time when legislation will be 
drawn up and passed by congress for- 
bidding the landing of those who never 
will make American citizens nnd whose, 
ideas and customs arc entirely at var- 
iance with those who have couin to this 
country with (he intention of living us 
Americans do. It might be said in this 
connection that recent statistics show 
that 4S.5 per cent, of the population of 
Italy are unable to read or write. 


Chicago little children are suffering 


terribly - through the inability to secure 
milk as fresh as it should be. The milk- 
men's union some time ago refused to 
permit more than one delivery a day, 
and in warm weather this will not an- 
swer for the little ones, and the result 
is the health authorities are attributing 
the increasing mortality among infants 
to this cause. To this the milkmen com- 
posing the union say their own physical 
welfare is to be first considered and 
ihat the -work involved in two daily 
deliveries is too great a strain upon them. 
This may be true, but there are milk- 
men who. are perfectly willing to make 
two deliveries per. day, but wlio plainly 
understand should they attempt to do 
so, trouble would ensue and the drivers 
prevented from doing their work. 
If 


tha Chicago people desire milk delivered 
twice a day there will not be the least 
difficulty in getting it, provided they com- 
pel the city authorities to efficiently pro- 
tect those milkmen -who are willing to 
do so. One feature of the fresh milk agi- 
tation is the denunciation of several la- 
bor unions of the course of the milkmen's 
.union and demanding two daily milk de- 
liveries. 


It is demanded congressmen keep their 


hands off state politics, this demand com- 
ing from close friends of the state ad- 
ministration. Bu't-it had not been such 
a great while since it was the other way 
in a quiet manner though. Congressmen 
in fact really have no business interfer- 
ing in state matters other than as their 
natural right as that of any other citi- 
zen.

Should Governor La Follette again choose 
to stand for re-election 'he has that priv- 
ilege as a Republican and as a citizen of 
Wisconsin, and past experience has dem- 
onstated that he will not be averse to 
make use of all the means at his com- 
mand to get there. But it will be well 
for that party harmony so necessary in 
a presidential year if the supporters of 
the governor will not declare party os 
tracism the dessert of all Republicans 
who

their 
way. There 


should be the greatest harmony possible 
whether there are two or a dozen candi- 
dates for governor.

and excellent furniture polish take one 
ounce of white wax, one ounce of castile 
soap, half a pint of turpentine, two oun 
ore of beeswax, half a pint of soft water. 
Dissolve the white wax and soap, which 
must both previously be cut 
into fine 


shavings, in the water on the stove, and 
dis.-olve the beeswax in the turpentine. 
T\"hen nearly cold mix these ingredients 
together and the polish will be ready for 
use.

inconsistencies.

We can- 
not stop to wipe the knob each time with 
our handkerchiefs; it is not always pos- 
sible to wash the hands after opening a 
door. What is to be done? Just the 
best we can to keep our 
homes fairly 


clean and then let the microbes 'take care 
of themselves. 
If wp, because, of well 


cooked food and personal cleanliness and 
pure air in our dwellings are well and 
strong physically, we are able to throw 
off any evil effects of this sort. The only 
kind of microbes or the only really dan- 
gerous way of being intected with them is 
through impure air or having the air of 
the house filled with them owing to the 
frequent sweeping of dirty carpets, which 
should be lifted and cleaned, or of rugs, 
which should be rolled up and taken out 
of doors. Sweeping sets dust 
and 
mi- 


crobes floating about in the air to be 
into our lungs. Avoid this and wash nil 
door kr.obs cve-ry morning and no (me 
will suffer frun:: microbes. 


The Russian Bath.—The principle of 


'.'In- Hiii-i'mii bath for the face is to b;i!ho 
it with sui'h hut water that it will make 
one jump every time it is applied and 
then a minute later to bathe it with cold 


water. 
The reaction which this causes 


in the blood will cause the skin to glow 
and tingle with warmth. Then it should 
be wiped dry with a towel. Day by day 
the skin will grow firmer and the wrin- 
kles will gradually disappear. 
The use 


of hot and cold water for the face is 
important in many ways. Hard, cold 
water will not remove the grease and 
dirt which settles in the pores of the 
skin, but if hot water be first used and 
then cold the dirt will be removed and 
the skin strengthened. 
Dirt, grit and 


p-casc will settle in the skin when the 
face is washed only with hard cold wa- 
ter and soap, and this alone in time in- 
jures the color and softness of it. 
One 


should never bathe the face in hard wat- 
er if -a fair complexion is desired. 
The 


water should be softened with a little 
borax or a few drops of ammonia. When 
the face is very hot it should not 
be 


bathed. Wait until it cools off a little. 


To Remove Coffee Stain.—Coffee stains

ite difficult to remove and sulphur 
to do the work almost efficacious- 


Moistcn the spots and hold them 


over a bit of smoldering sulphur in an 
iron dish. As sulphur is nn 
acid, 
the 


spots must be washed at once in water 
containing a little soda and ammonia. 
The easiest way is to dissolve 
enough 


washing soda -to make the water 
feel 


slippery when you wet your fingers in it 
and nib them together. 
Another way is 


with lye made from wood ashes either 
by putting ashes in a sack and letting 
them stand in the water over night or 
by boiling them and adding the lye until 
the water is of the required softness. 


Use for all 
Papers.—L'se 
newspaper 


for window cleaning. Fold the paper into 
a pad, wet it and squeeze out as you 
would a sponge. 
Rub vigorously over 


the panes, taking care to have the paper 
so wet as to let the water run in streams 
down the glass. When you have well 
rubbed the glass leave it for a few min- 
utes and then polish it with a dry news- 
paper. Low priced newspapers are best 
for window cleaning, as they are not so 
stiff as the more expensive papers and 
the use of them will not only save the 
wear and tear of dusters but will pro- 
duce a better polish than the ordinary 
method of cleaning.

says that it will stand unlimited wash- 
ings in hot water if soap is omitted. 


To remove white stains caused by a 


hot dish from the dining table thrust a 
shovel into the fire until it has reached a 
white heat and then hold it over the 
stains as near as possible without run- 
ning any risk of burning the table. The 
color is restored almost instantly. 


Never leave empty wooden tubs and 


pails standing in the sun, or in a hot part 
of the scullery. In very hot weather they 
should be left full of clean water to pre- 
vent the wood shrinking and cracking. 


they thrive and wash the floor with 
scalding soap suds.

Coarse brown sugar is an article of 


constant use in a kitchen. A saltspoonful 
to a pound of meat assists tenderness in 
the case of such parts of beef as are 
ommonly used as stews, puddings, etc. 
But the result is better still if a modicum 
of grated apple be used. 


Deviled Cutlets.—Deviled cutlets are 


deservedly popular. Trim and boil cut- 
lets of lamb or mutton and when nearly 
clone season with cayenne pepper, mixed 
with salt and roll each outlet in chutney. 
Return to the grill, finish cooking on 
both sides, and serve with a good crisp 
salad. 


German Puffs.—For German puffs there 


will be required four eggs, one pint of 
milk, five tablespoonfuls of sifted flour 
and one teaspoonful of salt. Beat the 
yolks and whites of the eggs separately. 
To the yolks add gradually alternate 
portions of the flour and milk until both 
are exhausted and there are no lumps. 
Fold in the whites last and bake in cups 
like popovers. 


Apple Cake.—Make a rich biscuit 


dough with two cups of flour, two table- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one tea- 
spoonful of butter, two tablespoons or 
sugar, nearly one cup of milk, in which 
two eggs have bsen beaten. 
Roll out 


about one inch thick.; place in a baking 
can, then cover the top with quartered 
apples, sprinkle over with sugar and a 
little cinnamon, and bake in a moderate 
oven until the apples are tender. 


A Fine Preserve.—A delicious preserve 


may be made by this recipe, furnished by 
an old sailor to many foreign ports. Take 
one cup of large plump raisins, seed anc 
put into a sauce pan containing a quari 
of cold water. Let this boil slowly unti 
the mixture is reduced to a pint, then 
add four cups of cranberries and two anc 
one-half cups of sugar. Let this mixture 
boil until it beoomes as thick as jam 
Put into tumblers and seal.

MADISON, May 23.— The forty-sixth 


regular session of the legislature, and 
the tenth biennial session, ended at noon 
today, with but a few members present 
for the final obsequies, though the . at- 
tendance during the week has been larg- 
er than customary in the closing -week, 
owing to the final contest on the primary 
election bill. 


1'inal reports were received from the 


governor of his action on bills shortly 
before the closing hour arrived, and at 
the stroke of 'noon Lieut. Gov. Davidson 
in the senate and Speaker Lenroot in the 
assembly declared the session of 1903 
adjourned sice die. 


The session has been a notable one in 


many ways. The laws passed include 
some measures which constitute pioneer 
legislation, notably the primary election 
bill, which is more sweeping than any- 
thing of. the kind thus far inaugurated 
in any state, but which must still secure 
the approval of the people before taking 
effect; the bill taxing railroads on tiie 
ad valorem basis, a system which ob- 
tains in about a dazen other states, 
among them Illinois and Iowa; the start 
toward a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for a graduated income tax; tax- 
ation of credits, including mortgages on 
real estate, though this is to be done 
only requested by the owner of 
the 


mortgaged premises. These are a few of 
the most important. 
• ' 


THE MEASURES KILLED. 


But this legislature is .also notable for 


the things it has not done, in the way of 
passing laws. Chief 
of the 
measure, 


killed is the bill providing for the estab- 
lishment of a state railway commission 
with authority to fix rates, and follow- 
ing its defeat the bill prohibiting the 
railway companies from increasing pres- 
ent rates, which met a similar fate. These 
two bills brought the liveliest light which 
has been put up by the railway compan- 
ies ia recent years, at least, and brought 
to their aid the manufacturers and ship 
pers, to whose efforts the defeat of the 
bills is due, though it is not probable 
that tile riiilway commission bill would 
have passed the upper house in any 
event. 


Numerically the work undone has been 


greater than the work done. Of the to- 
tal of about 1,100 bills introduced in both 
houses, about 475 will become laws. Con 
sfderably more than half were killed on 
the floors of the two houses., 21 were 
withdrawn, 15 died in committee, and 
about 20 were vetoed by the governor. 


MEANS MORE FOR STATE. 


The change in the method of taxing 


railroads from the. license fee to the ad 
valorem system is expected to increase 
the revenues of the state anywhere from 
3500,000 to $1,000,000 annually, aud o 
this $200,000 is to go to tile school fund 
which will have a total of a little mor 
than .$1,000,000. Another source of rev 
enue will be from the lumber districts 
where it has been almost impossible to 
collect the tax on logs and lumber. Th 
new law provides for the taxing of the 
lumber against the owner of the land 01 
his agent and giving him a lien on tui 
lumber lor the tax, thus protecting him 
against a'ay 'disposition upon the part o 
the .owner of the lumber not to pay, an< 
making it practically impossible for him 
to escape. It is expected that man; 
thousands of dollars will be derived an 
nually from this source. A large reven 
ue is also expected from the inheritanc 
tax law, which is so drawn as to over 
come the objections made by the su 
preme "court to the law passed two year 
ago. .

ing a record on the, primary election is- 
sue that can be defended. The bill as it 
was ogrepd to by both houses is not as 
satisfactory as it would hare been had a 
trial of tho principle in a limited field 
been provided for before the voters are 
asked to pass upon the merits of the law- 
hut the fact that the two houses have 
agreed to refer the whole matter to Jh» 


eople at the next• general election, at 
rhich time a reasonably full attendance 
at the polls may be expected, should be 
.cceptcd by all as a satisfactory disposal 
of the measure. 


The question to be submitted to the 


voters is one about which there can be 
no quibbling, no rainbows or blue sky, 
no impassioned appeals to class prejudice, 
ind no arraignment before the bar of 
mblie opinion of fictitious persons adorn- 
ed with metaphorical horns and hoofs. 
The points to be passed upon are print- 
ed in black ink on white paper in the 
form of a law, a concrete act passed 'by 
the legislature, which, if the voters shall 
indorse and demand that it be written 
into the statutes of the state, will from 
that day become of full force and effect.

-he senate majority which stood out to 
the last for the right of the people to 
inally and definitely determine what the 
result of this controversy shall be.
